COT COTTON ACREAGE 


Dale Wood Opened Up Ero - Palladia!! Society 
New Cafe on Thursday; Held Splendid Banquet 


For probably a third of a century, 
S. A. Lilia rd, dean of Decatur m er­ 
chants, has studied cotton production 
thrn-out the south as a whole and 
stands as a peer of all when it comes 
to knowing the influence and bearing 
of the entire industry on the Wise 
county farmer. 
Quoting figures of a well known 
statatician, Mr. Dillard looks forward 
prospectirly to an Increase of one-half 
t o one million bales over last year, 
and if this occurs, thinks Mr. Lillard, 
a very m aterial depreciation in cotton 
prices for this year's crop will follow. 
Another item that backs up the fore­ 
cast of an increased acreage is the 
report of a four per cent advance in 
the advvance sales of commercial fer­ 
tiliser. 
v 
Mr. Lillard thinks the prospective 
increased acreage, as announced; is 
altogether too conservative and be­ 
lieves the increase of acreage and the 
consequent increase in production of 
cotton w ill exceed the figure stated. 
The situation certainly w arran ts the 
W ise county fan n er in doing some 
keen calculating at this juncture when 
seed for crops is going in the ground. 
Even tho a farm er had to plow up 
some of his cotton, Mr. Lillard thinks 
he would he justified in doing this if 
it were necessary for him to obtain 
land to put in feed crops. 
W hat is sure to be exi>ensive next 
fall and w inter is feed crops, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Lillard. 
There is nothing 
like the uncertainty about that as 
there is about cotton 
selling at a 
profitable pric 
cr ought to do at this time is to Clit 
his intended cotton acreage by several 
degrees so as to get land on which to 
plant feed crops.
